This will note for the record our conversations over this past 
week regarding Father Joe Pina. 

Joe asked me to meet him on Tuesday, May 22, 1990 and told me 
he had for the past two-and-a-half years been involved with a 
young woman who is now nineteen. This involvement included 
going to lunch and dinner together and heavy petting. He was 
very sure there was never any intercourse involved. He has 
been friendly for a long time with all the members of the young 
woman's family. They live in Our Lady of Guadalupe (Hammel St.) 
Parish. 

About a month ago, the young woman broke off the relationship. 
Joe was not sure whether she had seen a therapist before doing 
this, but she is currently seeing one at the college she attends. 
She was very angry with him and accused him of molesting her. 
She asked that he speak to her parents, and he felt she wanted 
her parents to be angry with him, too. He said she was brutal 
with him, and I had the impression he was hurt. He indicated 
there was some evidence that REDACTED 
REDACTED , but he was not at all sure of that. He also said 

he had tried to help her self-image and to build up her confidence. 

Joe himself has been seeing a therapist whom he knows from 
having referred parishioners to him. He indicated he was aware 
there was something wrong with himself, and that he would have 
to deal with it. 

I spoke to him on Tuesday evening and advised him to talk to the 
young woman's parents, to take responsibility, and to let them 
react and to respect their reaction. 

Joe called me on Thursday, May 24 to say he had met with both 
parents. They were hurt, but the meeting was a good one. They 
had suspected something about the relationship. He told them he 
would be responsible for helping with their daughter's therapy 
if help were needed. The young woman also called him and was 
surprised that he had spoken to her parents. She was less hostile 
than before and thanked him for doing so. Joe said this would be 
the last time he would talk with her. 

He will continue to see the therapist and will keep in touch 
with me. He is aware that there may be more developments in

This letter has taken me several years to type for several 
reasons. One was fear and the other was ignorance on how to 
proceed on such a matter. Now more than ever it seems this 
letter has to be written. 

Several years ago my sister was molested, possible raped by 
a Fr. Joseph* D. Pina, pastor of St. Alphonsus Church. He 
informed of the matter and my sister confirmed it, though the 
details of the event have not been fully known to me or my 
family. Fr. Pina informed us that he had already informed you 
and was immediately placed under the supervision of a 
psychologist. He also explained to me that it was possible he 
was to be removed as dean and never to advance in position as 
priest. 

So why do I write? Well its because after all these years I 
have had much time to reflect about the situation. Much anger, 
fear, and frustration has been part of me and my family. None of 
us have been able to completely enjoy ours lives. A deep wedge 
has been hammered into my family, driving each other away because 
of this event. Also though the faith my sisters had by this time 
began to deteriorate, the things Fr. Joe Pina greatly contribute 
for them to further themselves from the Church. 

So my question is why did the church do nothing to remedy 
this? If Fr. Pina had reported it why did Your office remain 
quite when you had a moral obligation to address this issue. 
Nothing really has been done to Fr, Joe, other than getting 
psychological help but what about getting help for my sister and 
my family? Several times my sister has vocalized getting help 
but due to her financial situation she has not been able to get 
long term help. Mr. Archbishop its not just the money but the 
feeling of isolation and lack of response from a church I 
believed in. Even my father's, who I believe is an extremely 
devoted my man, faith has been shook up violently. All I want is 
for the Church to deal with this situation honestly.

We opened our doors to Father Pina and were blind to any problems. 
He was -like a family member. It was a golpe to the members of the family 
when we learned this. The family split: Redacted didn't want Father Pina to 
come any more, and the other brothers and sisters did. 

Joe told REDACTED There was "heavy petting", but don't ask me for 
detailc. 

May 1990— Father Pina said he was pressured by REDACTED to tell her parents 
and brothers and sisters. The parents, after a few days, had a meeting with 
all thebrothers and sisters present, except redacted _ Afterwards, they all 
(including REDACTED thought Father Pina should be able to return to the house, 
and REDACTED approved this— at first. 

Father Pina returned days later to speak to REDACTED to say he felt lonely 
and wanted permission to return. She did not give him permission. She went 
to Mexico for several weeks, and upon her return found that Father Pina was 
visiting again. The brothers and sistersiet him back in. Tdthis dayW, it is 
very difficult for them to separate from him. l ^ 

At first, REDACTED accepted this, saying to her mother that she felt guilty in 
keeping him away from her brothers and sisters who loved him. But as time 
went on, she felt more and more anger against him. REDACTED was very young 
and didn't realize the damage she had undergone. 

After he had spoken to the family, Father Pina offered counseling help to 
REDACTED butjshe didn't accept it. At that time, and even now, it is difficult to 
talk to her.' 

Since she has entered the university, she has seen a counselor, but won't talk 
to parents about it. Five times she saw a counselor through REDACTED 
work, but then stopped. Only twice (two sessions) has the family been with a 
psychologist. 

The family (brothers and sisters) now suffers from division, disillusionment 
over their faith. We, as parents, don't know how to guide them spiritually, 
morally. They are very rebellious abouttheir religion and values of the 
Church.

Attached is a 5/25/90 memo re Fr. Joe Pina and his involvement with a 
girl, REDACTED ~ beginning when she was 16 years of age. 

Recently, I received a letter from one of REDACTED brothers -- 
demanding an explanation why Fr. Pina has never suffered any 
consequences for his behavior while his sister has never received any 
help from the Church. This led to two meetings — one here in my 
office with REDACTED and then, at their invitation, a meeting 

with the whole family in their home. It seems that the entire family has 
ben affected by the incident and the parents now feel they should have 
acted more decisively and that their children, now being older, have 
come to look upon the affair as never having been resolved properly. 

At the time he met with the family in 1990, Fr. Pina did offer 
therapeutic assistance for Redacted but she never took advantage of the 
offer. When I went to the family home, she did ask for counseling and I 
have, through Dr. redacted put ner i n touch with Dr. REDACTED 
who specializes in this sort of situation. It was also apparent that the 
family needed help, so I am looking for a Spanish speaking family 
therapist who can spend some sessions with them. (Fr. Pina will take 
responsibility for the cost of therapy to REDACTED j n accor( i with our 
policy. ) 

The family also pressed for a re-evaluation of Fr. Pina — saying that 
Dr. R EDACTED , whom he has been seeing, was a "friend" of his prior to 
the incident and they could not understand how Dr. REDACTED could be 
objective. I spoke to Fr. Pina who was most cooperative and said he 
would welcome another therapist's opinion, particularly because he had 
never undergone a psychological "evaluation" (involving objective 
testing) with Dr. REDACTED . He has made an appointment with Dr. REDACTED 

My reading of the family is that they have had this "elephant in the 
living room" for the past three years and the fact that they have not 
talked about it has undermined their communications among one another 
and trust in the parents. They asked me questions about Fr. Pina's 
staying on as "pastor" and "dean" and I told them we would have to 
leave those questions until after there had been an evaluation for Fr. 
Pina and therapy for them. They seemed satisfied with that.

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I have been concerned throughout about this case being "reported" -- 
as redacted was a minor at the time of the relationship. She has seen 
several college counselors who would, I should think, be mandated 
reporters. Neither Dr. REDACTED nor Dr. REDACTED have raised the question 
nor did Dr. REDACTED — so, I am hoping that no investigation will have 
to take place. I am checking the matter with PBHMHI in order 
to be prepared. Fr. Pina has been exceptional in that he reported the 
matter to us and sought help. I have no reason to believe there has 
been or will be any risk of this kind of behavior happening again. 
Contrary to the family's fears, I believe Dr . REDACTED is a good therapist 
and Fr. Pina says he has benefitted grealty from his counsel over the 
last several years.

" I got involved with a girl . I met her when she was in the 
7th or 8th grade at another parish. It was Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, Hamel . When I left the parish and became pastor 
here, I developed a relationship with the family. I felt 
like' I fell in love with her. I got sexually involved with 
her, but never intercourse. She was about 17 when we got 
involved sexually, and it continued until she was about 19. 
She decided to break up with me and apparently went to see a 
counselor. This was all a shock to me. She wanted me to see 
her counselor, but she never asked me to go." 

"I saw us as a boyfriend/girlfriend relationship. I didn't 
realize she was going through pain and suffering because of 
me. I saw her suffering more in terms of her family 
situation. The Vicar at the time was Father Tom Curry. I 
told him about it. I decided to go to counseling. I had to 
come to grips with the fact that I had hurt somebody." 

"At first, I took full responsibility. But through therapy, 
I realized that I was not happy and fulfilled. I wanted a 
relationship. I wanted someone to love me. Also, she 
responded to me. So there was that element of it from her 
part . " 

"She asked me to see her parents after she got into 
counseling. I met with them. I told them what I had done. 
I told her I had developed a sexual relationship with their 
daughter. I told them there had been no intercourse. I 
apologized for what I had done. I met with each brother and 
sister and it was very painful for me. This was three years 
ago. I've kept in touch with the brothers and sisters all 
this time . " 

"The parents did not exactly know what was going on with 
REDACTED Now she's gone through several counselors. She's 
beginning to admit that REDACTED 

I told her to deal with it or to accept it and forgive. All 
this time, I felt I was not a part of the situation." 

The patient was 38 years old when he met REDACTED . who was 13 
at the time. "I've never had a close family. My mom's 
family is REDACTED My father's family is scattered. Some 

live in REDACTED They are not close. It (referring to 
REDACTED and her family) was just a good family. I enjoyed 
them. I also thought that redacted didn't see me as a priest. 
Early in our relationship, she would call me Joseph. I 
didn't realize this was happening."

"I remember one time when I got attracted to her. She was in 
the 8th grade. She dressed as Snow White and it triggered 
some memories for me. I had a crush on Snow White, so I 
started to open myself up to her." 

"All the time I was with her, I didn't see her seeing me as a 
father or a priest. I also didn't think she was seeing me as 
her father. I felt we were co-equal. It was very tender." 

"I would see them frequently. I stopped all relationships 
with other men or women. I gave all my attention to this 
family. I even stopped reading. Before I met them, I used 
to read one book a week. I stopped doing that and everything 
was scheduled around them." 

"I talked to her every day for at least five years. It 
became a big part of my life. I was still doing my other 
duties, but I would rearrange my schedule to fit in with 
redacted and her family. I guess I wanted a family 
relationship . " 

"I realize now that I got greedy. I wanted it all, now. I 
wanted her and a family and children. I wanted everything. 
They even invited me to Mexico on two or three occasions . 
These were to celebrate the quincenieras for redacted and her 
other sisters . " 

"I don't know why she broke it off, unless she found somebody 
else. But I'd tell her she could go out, even get physical. 
I wouldn't like it but I wouldn't get in the way." 

The patient was asked to describe their first sexual contact. 
"It was about October of 1988. We were taking driving 
lessons. She was like three months shy of her 17th birthday. 
I was giving her lessons. We stopped. We were talking. I 
started to touch her and feel her breasts under her clothes . 
She kissed me but never touched me." 

The patient was asked to discuss the extent of their sexual 
relationship. "I did kiss her vagina. I did touch her with 
my fingers. But I never had intercourse. I never did 
anything she did not allow me to do." 

"I can't remember The next time that it happened. At the 
height of it, it was about twice a week. It varied." 

"On other occasions, I would be driving. She'd be next to be

on the car seat. She'd put her head on my lap. I could 
caress her face and then I would touch her breast. Then I 
would touch her vaginal area. She would undo her pants. 
Sometimes, she'd wear a skirt. She never made a movement 
towards my penis. We'd do this for about one hour. We'd go 
to lunch, shopping or just for a drive. Usually we would go 
far, to West Covina, the beach, Magic Mountain or Long 
Beach. " 

"I would never think it was wrong. I saw her as the woman I 
was going to marry. I always thought to myself that this 
would all work out. I thought we would get married." 

"These situations were really pleasurable, but they were also 
a bonding. When I would touch her, she would reach orgasm. 
She also would come to my room at the rectory. She came 
maybe ten times and usually during the day. We would hug. 
There was no orgasm by me kissing her vagina. I just did 
that. She would be totally nude. Me, never. I might have 
my shirt off, but never my pants or shorts. She would come 
to my room and I would be in my regular clothes." 

"There might have been some body rubbing, maybe one or two 
times when she was on top of me. I don't remember if ever I 
was on top of her. I don't think so." 

"After she'd come, we would hug. I'd tell her I loved her. 
I guess I did all the talking. She would say that she felt 
like she was using me. I would tell her that she wasn't. I 
would tell her that I knew what we were doing was not right 
but that we would work it out. I talked about marriage, but 
she never did. I guess I didn't catch that. My promise was 
that my love would take care of everything, that she would 
see that I was the best thing for her." 

"I never ejaculated with her. I probably masturbated after 
she left. Maybe not even right then. There were times when 
we took day trips. Once we went to Santa Barbara. Another 
time we went to Magic Mountain. We never went to the 
amusement park, but just to the vicinity. We did maybe one 
or two day trips a year for four or five hours a day. Most 
of the time we had usually two hours . " 

"The last time we had sexual contact was about three years 
ago. The last time I talked to her was about two years ago. 
One day I accidently called. She answered. It was tense.

His associations do suggest an individual experiencing a 
moderate to severe degree of internal distress.

I have three concerns regarding this patient's treatment. 
The first concern centers around whether or not his 
relationship with REDACTED, then a minor, was reported to the 
Department of Children's Services under the child abuse 
reporting guidelines.

My third concern centers around several statements made by 
the patient throughout the course of my evaluation with 
regards to not taking full responsibility for his actions. 
He stated that in therapy he realized that he was not 
entirely responsible for what occurred between he and 
REDACTED " He made several such statements during our 
interview. 

I have several problems with this point of view. Independent 
of whatever behavior REDACTED resorted to, there is virtually 
no way that a 47 year old man who is a priest and has taken a 
vow of celibacy, can justify his sexual behavior towards a 
minor or describe himself as a victim. 

There is a twenty year difference in age between this patient 
and REDACTED He also reports having fallen for her when she 
was 12 or 13 , and it appears that he pursued her until the 
point that he engaged her in sexual activity. I might also 
note that the patient apparently had no intention of giving 
up this relationship but rather was forced to do so once 
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Redacted informed her therapist. There is no way in which he 
can hold her accountable for his actions.

Attached is the evaluation of Fr. Joseph Pina by Dr. REDACTED 
This evaluation was initiated by reports from REDACTED and her 

parents. It is a long report and I would suggest the following paees as 
particularly significant: pp 2-6 (Fr. Pina's relationship with REDACTED 
redacted). pp 14.46 relationships with other women); pp 23-27 
(conclusions and recommendations). 

I found the report and conclusions to be more serious than I had 
anticipated. Msgr. Curry (to whom Fr. Pina himself first reported the 
matter) and I have given Fr. Pina a great deal of credit for coming 
forward before being reported but we may have missed or diminished 
the seriousness of the situation. (We were not working from the details 
present in this report.) Dr. REDACTED raises the question of possible 
manipulation (though, I don't think he means premeditated or 
calculated) in Fr. Pina's coming forward to report his acting out. I 
know that he must have diminished the details as Msgr. Curry did not 
realize the length or seriousness of the sexual behavior. 

Both the REDACTED family andREDACTED are currently in therapy (Fr. 

Pina is paying for REDACTED .'s counseling). They have raised questions 
about Fr. Pina's being allowed to continue as pastor and dean after 
having committed a reportable offense. I have told them that we would 
have to face their questions once they had undergone therapy and this 
report for Fr. Pina was complete. 

I think you may need some consultation on how to proceed from others 
besides myself in this case — as I am a friend of Joe's and would want 
my own recommendations reviewed by others . I am giving the report to 
Msgr. REDACTED and Msgr. Curry may also need to read it.

As you are well aware, we have entered into a therapeutic contract with your Associate, 
Father Joseph Pina. 

I wish to explain to you the parish involvement in the cost of Father Pina's therapy. 

Under the Archdiocesan Health Plan, RETA will cover 50% of a priest's therapy bills up to 
a maximum of $2500 in any calendar year. Balances still owing after RETA has paid its 
share are payable by the priest's source of salary up to a maximum of $1000 in any calendar 
year. Amounts over that $1000 become the responsibility of the priest himself, and if that 
poses a problem, he is free to apply to the Archdiocese for assistance by writing to me.

Our other daughter R e dact Redacted ^ is not us since she nad a meet j ms 
situation with Father Pina has changed her. She has become angry and combative. She 
may lose her job over her attitude change and she had to be asked to leave a classroom at 
school due to her behavior. She won't go to church any more. 

Father Pifia is the only godparent we have chosen from outside the family. We were so 
proud that one of our children would have a priest as a godparent. We wondered why his 
being a godparent had to be hidden from Monsignor O'Brien. 

It was all so subtle. We felt really chosen to be in his couples group. He would do 
certain things that would be out of line but we would try to look the other way because he 
was a priest. For example, he told my daughters that he used to take women to San 
Francisco for dinner - fly there and back just for dinner. He told REDACTED that when she 
was old enough, he would take her to San Francisco for dinner. 

We wanted nothing to be wrong. We feel used, stupid, betrayed. He was always so 
helpful but there were red flags that we chose to ignore. When something seemed 
wrong, we'd talk it over but write it off with "he's a priest, nothing can be wrong." 

Examples of behavior that made the REDACTED 's uncomfortable: 

• On a family visit to the Arboretum in Los Angeles, one of our daughters referred to a 
plant as looking like a penis. While we reprimanded her, he encouraged it and started 
pointing out parts of other plants that looked sexual. The little kids were with us. We 
tried to stop it but he kept it up. 

• He gave REDACTED ; books with pretty graphic sex scenes in them. REDACTED said that if 
they were movies, they'd be rated R-17. 

• He told the girls, "You know your mother is a fox." "I called him on that. I told him 
I didn't want to raise daughters who thought women were no more than bodies. I told 
him not to do it again." (";)

March 4, 1 998 - Meeting with REDACTED .redacted ^ Dr . 

REDACTED at the Archdiocesan Catholic Center. 

Pursuant to three allegations of serious boundary molestations, Father Pina was invited in 
to hear the allegations with his therapist present and to respond. 

When Father Pina heard the allegations, he agreed to one pretty much as stated, but only 
minimally recognized the other two as serious failures in his sexual boundary contract. 
redacted stated that she felt that the "wool had been pulled over her eyes" as had the 
Pastor. 

It was agreed that Father Pina go to REDACTED^edacted 
for an evaluation and treatment. 

Father Pina was very docile in responding to this suggestion and made arrangements to 
be there that night. I followed the course of treatment with Father Pina on weekly rounds 
at redacted on March 11, 18, 24, and April 1. 

On March 1 1 , psychological test results were discussed and found to be constant with his 
earlier testing. 

We discussed Father Pina's capacity to charm the staff and underscore how that would be 
a treatment issue. By March 1 8, Father Pina had resigned as Pastor for a parish he served 
for one month. Reports had been made that he had asked 7* grade girls to braid his hair. 

March 24, 1 998 was family day, and Father Pina asked several priests to join him as well 
as family members. Staff felt he was beginning to understand his "grooming behavior."

On April 1, we agreed to place Father Pina in a half-way house with other sex offenders, 
that his comings and goings be monitored, that his daily attendance at meetings be 
corroborated, and that he would begin a program of vocational rehabilitation at Long 
Beach City College.
